In other words, the claimed invention recites a cartridge having a first cleaning 
component that provides a contact area to the medial a second cleaning component for 
providing a contact area to the first cleaning component that is tackier than the first 
contact area. The two cleaning components are taedina cartridge so that they can 
both be removed and replaced. 

Applicant respectfully submUa that neither tbe'073 Korbonski patent nor the 469 
Nishiwaki patent teaches or suggests a cartridge that comprises a Stat cleanup 
oonrponent for presenting a contact area <o media anda aeeond cleaning component for 
presenting a contact area to the first cleaning component, as is recited tn each of 
Lependen, Claims 16, 31, 50, 62, tl. 93, and 97. Specific*, as illustrered InFtgures 
3 and 5 the -073 Korbonski patent discloses a fame 120 that only includes cloamng 
component 54-58 for cleaning** media. 2 None of the components 54-5g preset a 
contact area that is tackier to another one of the components 54- 5 g for cleaning the other 
component. Aa beat understood, cleaning components 54-58 ah have the same .ackmess. 
As further, illustinted in Figures 3 and 5, the '073 .Korbonski paten, discloses that 
components 64 and 66 used to clean «mpone«s 54-58 are not located in the frame 120. 
Instead components 64 and 66 are separately located.* the equipment 50A. The 
consents 64 and 66 for cleaning component 54-58 are no where .aught or suggested 
as being locked in me fane .20. In ore clearing system of ore '073 Korbonski parent 
Ac user must separately access to components 64 and 66, instead of removing a 
cartridge that contains all of the cleaning components, aa would be the case withthe 

claimed invention. . 

Applicant notes that the '469 Nishiwaki patent does not provide the teaclnngs 
missing from the '073 Korbonski patent. T^j^ Nishiwaki patent does not teach or 
suggest aflrstclearnngcom^
